secrets of the past, the present and 
the future—is propounded by Th. 
Wolff, a student of mathmatics at 
Friedenau, and published. in the 
“Berliner Tageblatt. . 
The poetry of Shakespeare and 
1othe, the philosophy of Aristotele 
and Kant, the scientific works of 


Darwin and Pasture, the books of 


Moses, the teachings of Christ and 
Buddha and Confucius, would be 
Drinted automatically by this ma- 


chine, and the works of any future 
masters, equaling or surpassing any 
of these would fall right now, neatly 
printed and bound, from this wonder- 
ful machine. 

Wolff builds up his machine on the | 
mathematical 
and repetition. 

He considers a book from 
pcint of view of a mere Lae 
combination of ,s0 many letters, 
spaces and punctuation points. Any 
given book is thus merely one possi- 
ble combination of a given number 
of certain different letters and signs. 
The various kinds of letters and

signs necessary to print a 

Wolf puts at about one hundred. The 
total number of letters and signs in 
a good-sized book, he puts at about 
one million. Taking now all possible 
combinations of one millio nof these 
hundred different kinds of letters and 
signs, one would get all that can 
possibly be written in a good-sized 
book. 

The number of possible combina- 
tions of the one hundred different 
kinds of signs, of course, can be ex- 
pressed only in astronomical figures. 
Wolff expresses it by the number of 
one hundred multiplied by itself one 


million times—however- that much 
may be. 
To realize this idea, all that is 


necessary now is to construct a ma- 
chine, probably on the principle of 
a counting machine, which would 
produce all these possible combin- 
ations mechanically and print them 


in a book. This machine would 
have to have one hundred million 
letters or one million individual 


pieces of each individual letter and 
sign. 

This number, says Wolff, is not at 
all enormous, as it is scarcely larger 
than the letter stock of a big print- 
ing establishment. ‘ 

Of course, only an infinitesimally 
small number of the books actually 
printed would make sense at all. 
The overwhelmingly greatest number 
would be merely a mechanical repeti-
